A drowning accident of unusual pro- 
portions for one of the inland lakes 
took place Wednesday evening when a 
party of seven, five of whom were Chl- 
cagoans, lost their lives in the waters 
of Fox Lake. 

The group had set sail in a gasoline 
launch conducted by Herman Hume 
of Ingleside, leaving the Llpplhcott 
hotel at about nine o'clock to be con- 
veyed to the Bay View hotel for the 
purpose of attending an evening party. 
Shortly after the launch had set out 
people at Llppincott's heard cries of 
distress and rushing to the wharf plain, 
ly made out cries for help. 

At once surmising that some mishap 
had occurred, a party set out to the res- 
cue, but were unable to locate them Iti 
the darkness. , • , | 

>No one, of course can state the exact 
cause of the accident, but the general 
opinion is that the boat was overloaded 
and this coupled with the fact that a 
breeze was blowing and the waves were 
pretty high caused the craft to capsize. 
Hume is known to have been an expert 
in magement of the boat and it Is not 
thought that he was to blame for the 
accident.

Conference Committee is Working to Aid 
all Laboring Classes. 

Asking that its churches throughout 
the world come out squarely in favor of 
imdroving working conditions for the 
wage earners, a special committee had 
prepared for presentation to the qua- 
drennial general conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, which 
opened May 1, a working program to 
"disprove the charge that the church Is 
not in sympathy with the poor." 

The report of the committer which 
has been at work for four years, states 
that labor and social conditions have 
become such that the church must take 
a prominent part In them. After as- 
serting that "this church had Its be- 
ginning among the poor, and the bulk 
of its members have always been wage 
earners," the report recommended for 
adoption by the conference, which re- 
presenU more than 3,000,000 members, 
a propaganda calling for: 
"Abolition of child labor. 
"Reduction of working hours to the 
lowest practicable point. 

"Safeguarding' the conditions of toil 
for women. 

"Equitable division of the profits of 
industry. 

"Protection of workers- from the 
risks of enforced unemployment 

"Provision for old and injured work- 
ers." 

It is expected the demand that the 
church go on record on these subjects 
will provoke lively discussion when they 
come before the full conference. 

The rule prohibits dancing, games of 
chancel theater going, circuses and 
horse racing as being "a tendency to- 
ward woridliness." The proposition as 
to its retention or rejection has been 
referred to a committee for considera- 
tion.

Zion Case Will be Brought Before Judge 
Whitney May 201h 

The smoking ordinance of Zion City 
is to be tested in the courts of this 
'County-aad- on .May^20. Judge Whitney 
will give the case a hearing. 

The independents are claiming that 
there is nothing in the leases that 
touches upon a man smoking upon his 
own ground or in his own home and 
they will carry their contention to the 
court 

Attorneys are now busy preparing 
briefs for the case and it promises to 
be a most interesting case. The whole 
of tho holy war in Zion City has been 
waged with the understanding ^hat the- 
Cook employes were forbidden to smoke 
on their own property and when this Is 
taken tn the courts and if the court 
upholds the plea o'f the Independents 
Cook company can go ahead and smoke 
in their plant all they please. 

One of the leases that was issued 
under the reign of John Alexander 
Dowie. and there is nothing in this that 
pnJhibita a man from using tobacco on 
his own grounds if he sees fit 

The case and its outcome will be 
awaited with great interest It was 
to have come up Monday but the at- 
torneys were unable to secure enough 
evidence. 



Obtaining access to the clothes room, 
three inmates of the Racine county in- 
sane asylum changed their regulation 
garb for ordinary clothes Sunday eve- 
ning and escaped from the' institution 
after eluding the vigilance of the guards 
stationed on the grounds. 

One of the men was captured in the 
town of Salem Tuesday while the other 
two are still at large. 

The three men who made their es- 
capt were John Smith who was captur- 
ed; Mike Ryder and Charles Nelson 
who are still at large. 

Superintendent Henry Lewis of .the 
insane asylum states that residents of 
Racine county need feel no apprehen- 
sion regarding their safety because 
both the men al large arei harmless. 

Smith was captured in the neighbor- 
hood of the Brass Ball Coroners in the 
town of Salem, a handcuff which he 
had on his wrist betraying him. Smith 
has been a particularly troublesome 
patient at the asylum and for some time 
he had worn a handcuff. He generally 
manages to escape every year and theix 
wanders about the surrounding country 
posing as a horse trader. 

When the Salem farmers saw the 
handcuff on Smith, they immediately 
notified Sheriff Stahl and after a long 
chase with an automobile, the man was 
finally captured. 

When taken to the lockup in Kenosha 
he declared that he had gotten away 
from the Racine asylum, but craftily 
failed to tell that two other men had 
escaped with him. Consequently the 
Kenosho officials were not put on the 
trail of the other two men until the 
Racine officers appeared to take Smith 

back. 

One of the men still at. large was. 
employed in the blacksmith shop and ha 
had keys for the opening of the room 
used for storing the clothing of inmates. 
Managing to escapt the detection of the 
guards he slipped into this room on Sun- 
day night and secured citizens clothes 
for the three mer.. Wearing citirens* 
clothes It was a comparatively easy- 
thing for the men to evade the vigil- 
ance of the guards and escape from the 
grounds. .

GOVERNMENT MAY 

COIN OTHER 
DENOMINATIONS 



The treasury department has with- 
drawn Its opposition to the coinage of 
additional denominations of money and 
is not opposing the bill introduced by 
Representative Bulkley of Ohio,, pro- 
viding for 3 cents »nd J cent pieces. ^ 
The old 3 cent pieces were retired be- 
cause thov resembled the dimes too 
closely and until recently the treasury 
consistenly opposed an increase in tho 
denominations of coins. 

If the bill is enacted the three cent 
piece will be made about the size of a 
nickle, with either a hole in the ceiiter 
ora scalloped edge. The design of the 
i cent piece will bo considerably 'small- 
er than the dime arid will hav^ a scal- 
loped edge.

HatUeaburB. • Mlaa., May 8.— Four 
jtralnmQn and six or moro pnescngora 
nvero killed, and at loaat twohty-llTe 
piuisenKers Injurod Monday, whon tbe 
first Bection of Uio Texas Confoderate 
rounlon spoclal, en route to Macon, 
Oo., was wrecked near Qunns Mill, on 
rthe New Orleans & Nortkeoatern rail- 
road, six mllca north of UattleSburg. 

Five bodies were brought to Hat- 
tloaburg on the cars of tho big spo- 
clal which remained on the track, and 
ilvo or six other bodies were reported 
under tho wreckage. Tho dead and In. 
jured: ' 

Mrs, Charles Holmes, Bay Springs. 
Tex. 

Mrs. James Cameron, Henderson, 
Tex. 

Two UQldentined girls, cged throe 
and flxe; parents thought to be under

Dr. Boone, Mr.'Denhnm and one 
other man from Mansfield, La., are 
missing and thought to bo under tho 
wreckage. 

Five bodies ore positively known to 
be imder the wreckage. 

The engine, baggage car, the day 
coach and three tourist sleepers left 
the track and rolled over down an 
embankment. Tho six remaining 
coaches of the veterans' special were 
hurriedly trasformed Into a morgue 
and hospital, and aa soon as nn engine 
reached tho scene the dead and Injurea 
were brought here. .The Injured, some 
of whom are believed to be fatally 
hurt, filled the two hospitals of Hat- 
tlesburg, while the dead were taken to 
an undertaking establlshmont. 

Five doctors and three nurses 
reached the scene of the terrible ao- 
cldent within half an hour after the 
first news reached here. ^Living com< 
rades of tho dead and injured veteX^ 
ans, however, had not forgotten the 
lessons they learned on the field of 
battle, and their attention to the dead 
and the ministrations to the wound- 
ed were prompt. 

With the assistance of tho members 
of tho train crew whoso lives were 
spared, the passengers soon had all 
of the Injured removed to the cars 
that stood on tho tracks and had. gath- 
ered togetlier tbe remains of as many 
of tho dead aa It was possible to reach 
before the wrecking derrick could 
reach tho scene to lift the debris from 
those pinioned beneath IL 

The train was from Now Orleans, 
and was occupied entirely by the vet- 
erans and wives and families. 
The cause of the wreck has not 
, been ascertained positively. Tho train 
was running at about thirty miles an 
hour and was crossing an embonlnnent 
with a trestle In the center. Just as 
the engine reached the trestle It was 
seen to rear up and leave the track. 
The five cars followed the engine, 
some tumbling down the embankment 
on one side and some on tho other, 
forming a tangled mass of splinters 
and twiated Iron. Two of the cars 
dashed against poles of the Cumber- 
land telephone, thirty feet from the 
track, demolishing tho poles and sev- 
ering communication with Hattlea- 
burg. 

Traffic on tho road la completely 
tied up and from appearances will 
remain so for some time to 
come.

Others, many of the foreign- 
bom mine workers being among them, 
who are strongly In favor of rejecting 
the report of the subcommittee and 
demanding tbat there shall be a strike 
If tbe operators refuse to grant recog- 
nition of the union, which embodies 
the collecting of the union dues from 
tho mine workers by the coal com- 
panies by tho check-off system.

MlnneopoUs, Minn., May 6.— The 
board of bishops of tho Methodist 
Episcopal church ref)orted to the gen- 
eral conference of the church i*tlday 
In favor of lifting the church ban from 
danclngr, card playing, gambling and 
attendance at horso racing, theatera 
and circuses.

POPE'S DELEGATE IN U. S. 



Archbishop Bonzano Arrives In New 
York From Rome — Gets Cere- 
monious Welcome. 

New York, May 6. — Archbishop Gio- 
vanni Bonzano. apoBtoUc delegate to 
the United States, arrived here Friday 
from Naples on board tho North Ger- 
man Lloyd liner Kdenlg Albert, and 
received a ceremonious welcome. Uo 
was met at quarantine by Mgra. La- 
velio and Hays, representing Cardinal 
Farley; Coadjutor Bishop Mundelln of 
Brooklyn, and other leading memberff 
of the priesthood representing prac- 
tically every other diocese In the 
United States.

This cavalry squad was comprised of 
the flower of New York suffrage, and 
In Its ranks were Miss Inez Mulfaol- 
land. Miss Mabel Lee, tho Chinese suf- 
fragist; Mrs. Faldlng Farnum, the 
sculptress; Mr.s. William Bracher and 
Mrs. Richard S. Chlsholm. Theirs was 
the only headdress not of the 28-cent 
denomination; It was a three-cornered 
black straw with a trl-colored cock- 
ade In purple, green and white, and 
coat almost 59 cents. The ladtea be- 
gan to gather at Washington square 
at three o'clock, and some three hours 
later Mrs. Blatcb gave the order to 
march.

Va., May 4.— Floyd Al- 
len, .typical .native of Virginia's Isolat-j 
ed hills, probably for the flrst time In 
his life, has arrived at a realization of 
the determination of the law when It 
deals with tho man who has taken 
human life. 

Six weeks ago. when ho wna found 
guilty of a minor offense, Allen and his 
kin took the law Into their own bands 
and worked their guns until four of 
their prosecutors and an* Itmoceat 
spectator were dead^ 

At the opening of his trial Thursday 
for tho murder of Commonwealth At- 
torney William M. Foster, Allen, 
propped up In an easy chair to alle- 
viate tho pain of his own wounds, 
heard a new prosecutor thunderously 
denounce him as the arch-conspirator 
In one of the most atrocious crimes 
In the history of the worid.^ 
*^T.-C-"Wysor,*cbief counsbi foV the 
state, In bis opening address charac- 
terized tbe Allen gang as rufflona. out- 
laws and^ cold-blooded assassins. He 
laid great stress on tho charge of con- 
spiracy. 

Tbe opening address of Attorney R. 
H. Willis for the defense was brief. 
He declared his client had been tho 
victim of gross exaggerations. He de- 
nied that Allen killed Miss Nancy 
Aycra; It was the bullets of either 
Clerk Dexter Goad or one of his dep- 
uties which killed her. he sold. He 
denied the oxlstenoo of a conspiracy 
and declared Allen did not draw his 
own gun until after he had been shot 
and then he drew It from his blp 
pocket, not from bis vest pocket, be- 
neath the sweater. 

Judge D, W. Bolen of Hlllsvllle. 
who had been Floyd Allen's counsel, 
took the witness chair, and detailed 
tho shooting at the courthouse. He 
declared that Claude Allen fired the 
flrst shoL 

• 8. B. Weddell. a former resident of 
Hills vUlo. said he saw Floyd AJlen 
there the day before the tragedy. Al- 
len told him that day, the witness de- 
clared: "I will kill Bill Foster before 
the sun goes down- tomorrow night If 
I am convlncted." 

Weddell said ho had always been a 
close friend of tho prisoner.

"Washington, May 7. — The president 
on Monday transmitted to congress 
the second Installment of the reports 
of consular ofllccrs on co-operation and 
the cost of living which are the result 
of tho Investigation he some time ago 
directed should bo made. The coun- 
tries Included In this Installment are 
France, Belgium, tho Netherlands and 
Denmark. 

It appears from the Information col- 
lected, the acting secretary says, that 
the rialng cost of living >has directed 
attention to and augmented the mem- 
bership of the co-operntlve societies, 
moro especially Jn^ France and Del- 
glum. The French co-operative asBO- 
clatlons are In the main arranged 
upon the same system as those In tho 
United Kingdom. The tendency Is to- 
words small socIetlcB and the great 
malorlty of the associations represent 
groceries and bakeries. The most suc- 
cessful distributive societies are In 
the manufacturing cities of northeast- 
ern and central Franco. Among these 
societies relief funds aro administered 
and insurance ogalnst illness and 
forced non-employment Is supplied. 
Arrangements are made with dentists, 
doctors and artisans for their services 
by members on a commission basis. 

Tho operation of tho agricultural ao- 
cltlcs has been especially succcsBful In 
southern France. The French govern- 
ment has given encouragement to 
these societies by furnishing expert 
advice, granting subventions, and per- 
mitting long term loans by agricul- 
tural credit nasoclallons. The general 
buying is done principally through dis- 
trict unions. HIgh-grado farm machin- 
ery such as Is beyond the 'reach of 
many Individual members Is pur- 
chased from the surpluses or Is loaned 
gratuitously or upon the poyment of 
nominal fees. 

Tn regard to Industrial co-opcratlvo 
production It appears that plants 
owned and operated by the operatives 
are not uncommon In France, 

The consular reports state that the 
French co-operative societies usually 
sell at prices which are neither higher 
nor lower than those of privote stores 
and that they have a tendency to keep 
prices throughout the district where 
they are located 'down to a fair level 
as well as to enhance the purity and 
quality of the goods. The degree- of 
reduction fn tho cost of living Is al- 
most wholly contingent upon tho capa- 
bility and tho altruism of the manage- 
ment of the respective districts. 

In Borglum, the consular roporla 
state, a large- proportion of the co- 
operative societies sell at prices lower 
than thnse of the regular market, alt 
lowing only members to purchase, and 
have only nominal proflts to. dis- 
tribute. Many societies guarantee a 
six ppr cent, dividend on all purchases 
and distribute all remaining proflts to 
various funds for Insuranco, pensions, 
strike relief, Indemnities for Injuries, 
niid the like.
